FACILITATED" EXCHANGE GROUPS AGREED ON BY THE SECRETARY'S 
PARTY DURING THE NOVEMBER 1973 VISIT. ACCOMPANYING THE 
GROUP FOR THE DEPARTMENT IS FSO MURRAY ZINOMAN, WHO WILL 
PROBABLY CONTACT THE CONSULATE GENERAL. 

2. THE DEPARTMENT HAS JUST BEEN CALLED BY THE OFFICE OF 

DR. E- LEONG WAY, CHAIRMAN OF DEPARTMENT OF PHARMACOLOGY 
AND EXPERIMENTAL THERAPEUTICS, UNIVERSITY OF CALIFORNIA, 

WITH THE REQUEST THAT DR. WAY BE ASKED TO COMMUNICATE WITH 
HIS OFFICE IMMEDIATELY ON URGENT BUSINESS. DR. WAY AND 
MOST OF THE GROUP ARE SCHEDULED TO STAY AT THE MERLIN 
HOTEL, KOWLOON, BUT WHEN DR. WAY'S OFFICE TELEPHONED THE 
MERLIN HOTEL DIRECTLY THE HOTEL DISCLAIMED ALL KNOWLEDGE 
OF THE GROUP AND OF DR. WAY. WE BELIEVE THE LEADER OF THE 
DELEGATION, DR. LASAGNA, WILL STAY AT THE PENINSULA HOTEL.
